And to wrap it up this month, we continue our letter from member 
A.H. Wiese: "Some more facts: The FM band here in Europe begins at 
67.5 MHz and reaches up to 100 MHz, Only AFN has some trensmitters 
operating in the above range, til? 104 MHz, “No station ever heard from 
104-108 MHz. Something like SOA isn't slloved here, nefther Dolby nor 
Quadro nor circular antennas, But, they introduced a system called Aki 
(Autedrivers Radiz Information)- every FR station transmitting 
information for the driver (mostly on the third programs) is afiring #n 
inaudible signal at $7 kHz, and when information je cerrieA, another tone 
is aired, so, en sneciel car radio cassettes, f.i., hearing the cassette 
end information is aired, the player will shut off autometicelly and turn 
on the radio as long as the information is aired, The cheaper car radios 
will only indicate stations with this 57 kHz carrier. Turning a button, 
you will only be able to tune in thoce ARI ststions. Here in Munich, 
that's the third Bavarian program and the third Austrien program, Those 
driver information items will sound like, ‘Attention, there's a traffic 
stop at so and so" or "Attention drivers, at the autobahn a car is on 
the wrong side. Slow down, pull right and be cautious.’ The driver of 
this car talks to himself, 'Not ONE is false, but mundreds...' (old 
joke)." More next month....

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STORY OF A 
BEGINNING FM DXER

It had been a fine Spring day The last few ra 
. ys of the sun peeked 
over the coastal ranges to the west: the Diablo, Cholame, and detbloman 
ae ase ae rays found their way across the great valley and turn-

In fact, the closest city with a VHF TV station is San Francisco, 175 miles 
to the northwest, on the other side of the mountains. I went in like every- 
body else and sat down to All In The Family on channel 30. Nobody noticed 
however, that the ten o'clock news of some eastern state was fading in and. 
Out--in full color--on all those unused VHF channels... 

This period of my life--about two years~-was inf

We left California in the late summer of 1974 Our

miles at the rate of 70 MPH, through the arid Southwest: the Mojave desert 

Needles, Lake Havasau, Flagstaff, the Painted Desert, Gallup. As we came ‘ 

ea, of ard a ov car radio came within range of KOB. I remember making a 
“minute tape of KOB--commercials and all--I 

Peon KO aca: never thought I would ever hear 


Six weeks later we settled down in Meridian, Mississippi 
school, dad earned the money, mom did everything else. E ienetiked Sn aaniee 
al AM-~FM-SW portable from the one who did everything else. I found out that 
there was only one TV station that we could get to come in: WTOK-11 Merid- 
ian has a channel 24, but then, it was very low power. There were only TWO 
FM stations within 75 miles! One played automated top-40; it was WALT 97.1 
The other played oldies and big bands: WDAL 101.3. _— 


I played my KOB tape and DXed AM with my Hallicrafters. 


In the spring of 1977, I met the DX bug of the 88-108 MH i 
bit me right in the old adrenoline, too. eoorpawe ve) 


_ In Meridian there was absolutely no recreation, and very little TV or 
radio. So, I took up electronics as a serious hobby. I built Morse code 
Oscillators and power supplies. Some worked, some didn't. Most were made 
of parts out of the old radios that people didn't want and would give to me 
One day, I was working on another oscillator when I reached up to change the 
Admiral from WALT over to WDAL. However, since I wasn't watching, I turned 


the knob the opposite direction and heard an easy music station. Very 
interesting. The dial read "96." The music had static in it--like an AM 
station. I pulled out the whip and turned on the small tape recorder I had 
wired into the Admiral. Then these words were captured in my mind forever: 


"This is KRDO-FM 95 in Colorado Springs." 


The 88-108 MHz DX bug bit and I have yet to recover from the bite. 
That day, I discovered that those empty channels could actually be as enter- 
taining as the dozens of local FM stations around Fresno. I heard five 
Colorado stations that day. 


Next morning, I got up and my homemade power supply lay silent and 
cold on the desk. I had planned to listen for some more FM DX, but the 
transformer had melted through the red plastic Radio Shack "P-Box." The 
diodes were fried to a crisp, and the Admiral was dead. Something must have 
shorted out in the night. And the Admiral was dead now. 


Where there's a will there's a way, and where there's a thrift shop or 
a garage sale, there's a cheap radio. I bought a brown, tube-type, G.E. 
AM-FM clock radio for two dollars and Dxed FM that summer. 


The Summer of 1977 brought in lots of tropo, at least lots for a 
crummy G.E. clock-radio with a coathanger taped to the antenna terminals. 
The tropos numbered 27 for Alabama, 20 for Mississippi, 6 Louisiana, and 3 
Florida. My super, magnificent, unbelievable “distance” records were KSEL 
93.7 (Lubbock), KZAK-FM 93.1 (Tyler TX), WAYL 93.7 (Minneapolis), KKDQ 92.9 
(Grand Forks ND), and WOKI 100.3 (Oak Ridge TN). All these were identified 
with a copy of Communications World and lots of wasted time. I remember at 
the time, I thought I was the only human being crazy enough to DX FM. 
Shortwave and BCB, yes, but not FM! If Bruce Elving had walked up to my 
door trying to give out WIFDA pamphlets, I would have known about neither. 


I was glad when plans were finalized to leave Meridian and move to 
Bolivar, Tennessee. However, before we left, we visited Biloxi, Mississippi. 
After coming out of the swimming pool, the family of three went up to the 
motel room and turned on the TV. It was 8:15 and the TV was tuned in to 
WWL channel 4. We sat down to watch CBS, but CBS wasn't there. Instead, 
there were lots of lines and static, and a man standing in front of a map of 
New Mexico. He read@ off the temperatures for Roswell, Lordsburg, Tucumcari, 
Santa Fe, Gallup, and Albuquerque. It was the KOB I would never hear of 


again. 


For most of my three years here in Bolivar, my Hallicrafters has sat 
cold and unused. The Admiral is gone. The G.E. fizzled out. The summer of 
'78 was DXed with a Bigston AM-FM-Cassette portable with an impossible 3- 
inch scale. It cost me one dollar, and brought in 150 FM stations in the 
spring. 


That summer would have been the most opportune time to DX, but only 
one E-skip opening came all summer! The one opening I suppose was a cele- 
bration--I had just found out about WTIFDA and received my Fourth Edition 


FM Atlas. 


On June 30th the cheese thermometer hanging out on the windowframe 
read 98 degrees at 12:00. No air was moving, the sky was clear and: blue. 
After lunch, I sat on the back porch for awhile and watched a cloudbank 
build up in the northwest. I then went back in and fired up the Bigston. 
KMOX 103.3 in St. Louis was coming in strong. Why? I tuned down to 95 on 
the dial (an empty space) to see if anything would come in. Nothing did, 
until the clock read exactly 1:00 p.m. I don't remember why I had not 
changed the channel beforehand, but a voice faded in and said: "At 12 p.m., 
this is kitten, K-Y-T-N." It faded out. Murphy was asleep. I didn't hear 
anything else, so I went back outside and watched the cloud bank build. By 
now, it was rumbling. Clouds were building all over the horizon. I came 
back in around 4 p.m. and fired up the Bigston again. This time, I heard 
CHIN 100.7 in Toronto, WHEB 100.3 in Portsmouth NH, WLOB 100.9 in Westbrook, 
ME, and others. MUF seemed to be 100.9, but I never thought to check the 
empty frequencies between 92.3 and 96.1!

The license of WGTB “90.1 Washington DC 
has been transferred from Georgetown U. to 
the University of DC; expect a block format 
in its programming when it returns to the 
air, and with new call letterssays Andy Smith. 
My item in the veries column in the March 
VUD caused Phit Boersma to tell about MI’s 
WVGR “104.1, which usually simulcasts 
WUOM 91.7 Ann Arbor. At about 11:30 
a.m. March 15 some strange audio began to 
break up the big band music. “It rapidly 
became dominant, and lo and behold, ‘twas 
another radio station, talking about some- 
thing happening in New York state! A skip 
opening has caused WVGR to lose WUOM 
audio! The engineer at WVGR cut the audio, 
and only a carrier was heard for about five 
minutes. Then classical music started, with 
an announcement that WVGR had lost its 
audio from Ann Arbor, and the classicai 
Music would continue until the problem was 
fixed. This was at about 11:40 a.m., and 
WVGR did not rejoin WUOM until about 2 
p.m.! Thus, this proves that WVGR also has 
a local studio, but it is apparently only used 
when emergencies arise. | never did !D the 
station that was causing the trouble—the 
WVGR engineer cut the audio too quickly to 
tell. The offending station may not have 
been on 91.7, either, as when the interference 
first started, it sounded something like 
adjacent channel interference. The signal

probably became so strong that the receiver 
or RF amp used at WVGR may not have been 
able to discern between it on an adjacent

CJAZ 92.1 Vancouver BC is on in $tereo. A friend in Burnaby (near Vancouver) told me 
this. He says their signal is not quite as strong in Burnaby as the other Vancouver stations. 
CJAZ signed on with regular programming (jazz of course} on March 1, My friend says 
their transmitter is on Saltspring fsland, ‘which is south of the 49th parallel—they brag of 
being 100,000 watts but being that low in altitude and that far away, a million watts 
wouldn't help them on the north side of the city (down slope)’.” Actually CJAZ’s EHAAT 
is 2084 feet and radiated power 52000 both horizontal and vertical—not 100 kw. Still, 
their overall coverage in the area should be excellent, even compared to other BC stations. 
Neji Dickerson has been corresponding with some 10-watt stations, and here is some of 
what he found out about those and a few educational stations with more power:

A listen of Neil Dickerson's unID tape(Feb. VUD, pg. 36)on Mexican E-skip has resulted 
in a discovery of colossal significance. WTIFDA language expert, Dr. Richard Wood, who 
heard the tape, is convinced that Neil caught Brazil on FM. As Dr. Wood reported, 


"What Neil did not even suspect, and I did not realize until it suddenly came up from 
under the Spanish-speaker(s) about six minutes thru his tape, was that there would be a 


distinctly Brazilian Portuguese voice with very typical samba music for about a minute until 


the Mexicans took over again. There is no ID, but the Brazilian PT is perfectly clear and 
included the words '‘aproves es espériencies de todo o mundo...' and something like 
‘cambora...'(a name?), in the second fade-up "a senhora de...ou...cambora...ou Babi 
Roberto,’ (Mexican up and over again). You might argue that Bermuda is on 89.1 and has 
been known to broadcast in Portuguese. But it uses metropolitan Portuguese, and this is 
distinctly Brazilian in music, language and culture--and does not sound like an immigrant 
station, but a domestic product.” 


Unfortunately, no one seems to know if there is an 89.1(the channel of the suspected 
Brazilian) in Brazil, It certainly would be great if such info could be found out and a 
QSL attempt made. Getting Brazil likely means a distance over 6000 miles. What could have 
led to such an incredible DX event, maybe FAI discussed in the April '79 VUD? Whatever, 
it certainly appears to be a good question for the propagation experts to ponder on.
